Political Speculation. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Democratic 
caucus committee is not ready to report the ar- 
rangement of the majority of standing commit- 
tees of the Senate to-day, therefore the caucus 
is postponed until to-morrow. The caucus 
committee say the delay is caused by the nu- 
merous changes in the Senate; thatthe work of 


arranging the committees is very tedious on 
this account. Some Senators have the choice 
of two committees, and they must be consult- 
ed asto which they willtake. Then the quali- 
fications of new Senators for the different com- 
mittee work must be studied. The report will 
certalnly be submitted to-morrow, when the 
Democratic caucus will appoint a committee to 
wait on the Republicans and ask them to ar- 
range the minority of the Senate com- 
mittees. . No Republican caucus was held 
to-day, but the Republicans maintain 
the same attitude as yesterday that they will 
decline to accept the minority. In this case 
the: Democrats declare they’ll appoint the Re- 
publican minority on the committees and re- 
port to the Senate for organization. A Demo- 
cratic Senator, who is on good terms with Sen- 
ator Mahone, says the latter will vote with the 
Democrats, but the Republicans still hold that 
he will help them. Mahone keeps his own 
counsel, Some Republicans say that if th 
learn definitely that Mahone intends to vote 
with the Democrats, the Republicans will con- 
cede the organization tothe Democrats with- 
out further struggle... Republican Senators are 
talking quite confidently of an extra 
session of Congress, to meet May 
15. The Senators who recently op- 

sed the extra session, now openly favor 
t because of the Democrats forcing the or- 
my py of the Senate. The Republican meim.- 

-r of Congress are actingdn concertin behalf 
of the extra session, and a committee will be 
appointed not later than to-morrow to wait on 
the President and urge an extra session. Sev- 
«ral delegations have informally talked with 
the President, and the’feelingjin favor of an ex- 
tri session has grown rapidly among Republi- 
cans the last several days. If the Democrats 
force the organization of the Senate it is pretty 
coon" an extra session of Congress will be 
called. 

If the extra session be called it will be to pass 
the funding bill. President Garfield does not 
want an extra session if it can be avoided. 


The RevenueSurplus. 
WASHINGTON, March 8.—The Treasury offi- 
cials estimate the surplus for the remaing four 
months of the present fiscal year $45,000,000. 
The estimate is based on the expectation that re- 


ceipts for March, April, May and June of 1831 
will equal those of the corresponding months 
of last year. The sinking fund will require §$,- 
000,000 to complete it by the end of the present 
fiscal year. According to this estimate and ex- 
hibit there will be a surplus of $37,000,000 avail- 
able between now and June 30, and which the 
secretary of the Treasury might use under the 
provision of the recent act of Congress to pur- 
chase bonds for cancellation,

treights are being ‘‘cut’’ to the Eastto allow 
of shipments of round lots. A letter received 
here to-day from a leading Chicago 
grain dealer, who has been on the ‘‘bear’’ side 
foralong time past, states that the weather 
will exercise little influence upon the market, 
as a legitimate demand for wheat has usurped 
its place, and prices will be well maintained 
and probably stiffly advanced through the in- 
finence of this export demand. oledo has 
been exporting wheat, but the demand has 
slackened off some there, and the shipping 
movementis confined chiefly to corn. il- 
waukee special dispatches state that wheat can 
be shipped to England now, as there is a ship- 
ping margin at present prices. 

Speaking of the ‘‘eut’’ 
freights from Chicago, it may be 
sai that lower rutes than the 
tariffean undoubtedly be obtained from this 
inarket to the Kast, when it is made an object 
to the railroad lines by offering them a good 
round lot of grain for them to carry. The rep- 
resentative of a Baltimore grain house is now 
working in this market for shipments of grain 
to that point, and it is pretty well understood 
thatthis grain is being carried ata ‘‘eut’’ 
rate. Sotar only shipments of corn have been 
made from here to Baltimore, but it was re- 
ported that some figuring had been done on 
wheat. 

It is not alone wheat thatis in demand for 
export, bue corn is also wanted, and even to 
a much greater extent than is 

‘heat. Shipments of corn from 

ris market by the river route to Europe, via 
New Orleans, has been heavy since the re- 
sumption of navigation, and is expected to 
continue so for some time tocome. From oth- 
er leading markets there has also been an ac- 
tive shipping movement to corn. 

Another thing that imparts strength to this 
cereal are unfavorable reports now being re- 
ceived from the country. Kansas,it is said,has 
not more than enough corn now on hand to 
feed her stock with, anda great many points 
in that State are now paying proportionately 
more forthe grain for feeding purposes than 
could be obtained by shipping to Khunsas City, 
or even to St. Louis. Both Missouri and Illi- 
nois are’ also reported shortoncorn,anda great 
deal to be used for home feeding. lowa however, 
holds a heavy amount cribbed and stillin the 
ficlds, and itis to that State we chiefly must 
look to meet the requirements of this country

The AppeHate Court Upon the Law of In- 
fants’ Accountability. 


The Appellate Court to-day reversed: the 
judgment of the Circuit Court and remanded 
the case of Matilda Fink vs. the Missouri Fur- 
nace Coempatty. This was an action to recover 
damages tor negligence resulting in the death 


of a child, by the reason of the caving in of 
some sand. The Appellate Court says: 

The deceased was of such tender years that 
the law conclusively presumes him incapable 
of discretion and refuses to impute to him -con- 
tributo1y negligence. There was evidence in 
this case, however, which would have warrant- 
ed the court in submitting the question of con- 
tributory negligence, under proper 
instructions, to the jury. That 
the question is one for the 
jury, and not forthe court,. has been held in a 
number of cases analagous to this. There 
were several questions in the course of evi- 
dence which the court should not have raled 
out. 


CREDITORS’ RIGHTS. 


The Court of Appeals Reverses a Drug-Store 
‘ Case. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed the 


judgment of the Circuit Court in the case of

Judgment ougit 
to be rendered here for the defendants upon 
the factsin evidence.

Donald .had then no knowledge 

the previous transaction, and supposed 
that the money forthe note was yet to be ad- 
vanced. The Appellate Court says: ‘‘Is it to 
be found im any known legal rule or in the spir- 
it of our jurisprudence that a man whois kept 
in ignorance by those with whom he is dealing 
of the essential elements and conditions of 
his undertaking, shall be held to the 
sume accountability as if alt 
had been frankly laid before him? We think 
not. Inasmuch as the true situation ™@as not 
made known to MacDonald he must be treated 
in this case according to the facts as they ex- 
isted, and not according to his erroneous im- 
pressions about them which the plaintiff might 
have corrected but did not. He 
is thus in the position | of 
one who has written his name across the 
back of a note after it has become the property 
of the holder, without any newsconsideration 
forso doing. Inthatcase he cannot be held 
liable at law. The judgment is reversed and 
cause remanded,’’
